hope of his recovery. 
He is delirious most 
of the time, and a 
mounted courier has 
been dispatched to 
C l*eyenne agency to 
notify White Swan, 
his niother-in-luw, 
and, if possible, to 
bring her here. 

For sevura gi'mn there has 
bitterness of leeling between Ornss, thr> . 
most progressive aud intelligent of tlm' 
Sioux chiefs, aud Sitting BiiU, who is 
regarded with diNfiivor and suapioiou by ' 
w hites and Indians, and has little or no 
I'ower among the Sioux.

The shooting now became general, 
some four or five handled shots being 
fired in !«is than ten minutes.

Over 2,000 oooliea employed by 
Parker Lambert as bargemen have 
joined the stiikera and viunot go back 
to work. 

The oounoil of the strikers had a pro- 
longed meeting last evening at which 
every phase of the situation waa dia- 
cussed. They decided to uoutinue tlio 
strike.
